EFFECTIVE DATE.

States in its memorandum. This 
memorandum declared it was desir- 
able that merchant ships would be 
unarmed, and contained an intimation 
of an intention to regard as warships 
armed merchantmen which come into 
American waters. 

The United States acted on the as- 
sumption that no war vessels of the 
central powers, except submarines, 
were at sea, and that a single shell, 
of even a small caliber, fred from a 
gun aboard a merchant ship might 
sink any submarine which attempted 
to stop her.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10. — Three 
men who were associated with Louis

Two of them, James W. Carman. 
chief examiner of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, and Frank Lyon, 
counsel for the Pittsburgh Coal Com- 
pany and formerly employed by the 
commission, challenged statements 
made to the subcommittee yesterday 
by Clifford Thorne of the Iowa Ralfl- 
road Commission reflecting upon Mr. 
Brandeis’s conduct as counsel in the 
so-called 5 per cent. case. A third, 
Thomas C. Spelling of New York, who 
was attorney for the Freight Payers’ 
League, thought Mr. Brandeis had not 
offered the “impregnable defense” 
against advances expected of him 
when he was counsel for eastern 
shippers in the 1910 advance case. 

BARRON A WITNESS. 


Street Journal and the Boston News 
Bureau, who suggested that Mr. Bran- 
deis’s connection with the Equitable 
Life Insurance case, the New Haven 
and the Lennox bankruptcy case be 
investigated, and that Charles S. Mel- 
len, Morefield Storey and others be 
called to testify.

acts of 1910.” 

C. W. Barron was questioned about 
an editorial he wrote, entitled “An un- 
fit appointment,” dealing with cases 
in which Mr. Brandeis had been 


newspapers “laughed at“ attacks 
made by Mr. Brandeis on the Boston 
and Maine and the New Haven rail- 
roads, Mr. Brandeis warned him to be 
careful what he said about him. 

When the committee asked for the 
basis of Mr. Barron's editorial attack 
he Wanted to introduce a letter. The 
Senators, with the exception of Sen- 
ator Walsh, read it without placing it 
on the records. 

After reading the Barron letter 

Senator Clark said he saw 
in it no direct charges of impropriety 
on the part of Mr. Brandeis. 

Mr. Barron was then asked to name 
others who might be interested per- 
sonalliy in cases. He read several 
names, which Senator Walsh said the 
committee already had heard of. 

“Then the committee has tried the 
case privately?” suggested Mr. Bar- 


ron. 
WALSH IS ANGERED. 
Senator Walsh's anger was aroused 
by the reply, and he told the witness 
his statement was entirely unwar- 


ranted. Mr. Barron further suggested 
the committee investigate the Equita- 
ble Life Assurance case. 

“That was the case in which Mr. 
Brandeis went out and organized the 
protective policyholders’ committee,” 
sald Mr. Barron, “and later appeared 
as attorney for the insurance com- 
pany.” 

Mr. Barron submitted an extract 
from testimony in the recent govern- 
ment suit against William Rockefel- 
ler as a director of the New Haven. 

“Mr. Brandeis in 1913 was engaged 
to assist in wrecking the New Haven 
Ratliroad,” said Barron. He thought 
Charles 8. Mellen would be able to 
give important testimony. 

Senators indicated they might com- 
municate with Mr. Mellen. 

None of Mr. Barron's evidence was 
accepted because it was not first-hand 
evidence. 

When Mr. Barron was excused the 
committee adjourned the hearing un- 
til next Tuesday morning. 

A BELATED INDORSEMENT.

AVAL RESERVES 
TO TASTE “WAR.” 


‘BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE?) 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—A fleet of 
reserve battleships carrying members 
of the naval reserve and naval militia 
from all parts of the country will par- 


ticipate in the summer maneuvers of 


the Atlantic and Pacific fleets if Sec- 
retary Daniels plans for a mobiliza- 
tion of the reserve are approved by 
Congress. 


An appropriation of $77,000 will be 
asked to cover the traveling expenses 
of the militiamen of the Great Lakes 
and other interior sections to the sea 
coast to join in the mobilization. 

The old battleships Oregon, Kear- 
sarge and Kentucky are to be turned 

next month to the militia forces 

the Atlantic and Pacific for perma- 
nent practice ships. The Oregon will 
be stationed at San Francisco, the 
Kearsarge at Boston and the Ken- 
tucky at New York. These three ships 
and the reserve pre-dreadnaughts, 
which carry the Annapolfs midship- 
men on their summer cruise, will 
make up the fleet manned 40 per cent. 
by regular officers and men and 60 
a Weg by the reserve and naval 


The department will also turn over 
five of the old destroyers to the naval 
militia of the South Atlantic and Gulf 
coasts. One will be stationed at 
Jacksonville, Fla.; one at Key West; 
one at Charleston, & C.; one at New 
Orleans and one at Galveston. The 
regular mobilization point for these 
craft for practice cruises will be at 
Key West. 


GENUINE MANEUVERS. 

In all the department is asking for 
$387,000 for the reserve and militia 
this year and expects to get together 
more than 4500 reservists of both 
classes out for the summer mobiliza- 
tion. There are now 800 men in the 
regular reserve and 8000, approxi- 
mately, in the naval militia. 

The fleet will be filled out to eight 
or nine battleships from vessels now 
in reserve. The first-line craft, New 
Hampshire and North Dakota, also 
may be among those in commission 
for the mobilization. The other ves- 
sels are all considered valuable fight- 
ing unite by navy experts, despite 
their age and they are the craft the 
reservists, particularly the militia, 
would be expected to man in time of 
war. 

The details of the plan which in- 
volves the first peace mobilization 
ever attempted by the navy have not 
been made public. It is known, how- 
ever, that the Oregon and other re- 
serve ships of the Pacific fleet will 
maneuver with the active ships in 
those waters on a war-game schedule 
previously worked out, while the re- 
servists of the Atlantic will work their 
ships as an integral part of the na- 
tion’s first line of defense, the At- 
lantic fleet. Militiamen and reservists 
from the interior will go to the near- 
est coast point to be picked up by the 
ships to which they are assigned.

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 9.—Califor- 
nia’s citrus fruit growers are apparent- 
ly staking their wealth and their pros- 
pects for future material prosperity 
on their faith that this year’s national 
election will return to power a Re- 
publican President and a Congress 
pledged to the protection of American 
industries. 

The acreage of new lemon trees in 
the State is shown by the advance 
sheets of the report of the State Hor- 
ticultural Commission to be only two 
hundred acres less than that of the 
Present bearing crop. The actual fig- 
ures are 18,442 acres now bearing and 
& non-bearing acreage of 18,223. It 
is another instance of hope’s triumph 
over experience, for the average price 
at which lemons sold in the auction 


ORANGE MEN OPTIMISTIC. 
Orange growers are equally opti- 
mistic; the annual report shows that 
there are 55,527 acres of young non- 
bearing orange trees in California, 
mated at 35,000 cara, will be gathered 
from 112,926 acres of bearing orange 

of 


orange trees in Tulare county. That 
county now has an producing area of 
19.750 acres, together with 22,560 
acres of young trees. The total is the 
greatest in the State. San Bernardino 
county still leads in actual production; 
it has a yielding area of 33,390 acres, 
supplemented by 7717 acres of young 
nonbearing trees. Los Angeles county 
is second in the acreage of bearing 
Orange trees. 

California has a total fruit area of 
more than 1200 equare miles. Our 
total acreage of fruit trees alone would 
cover the whole of the State of Rhode 
Island and lap over into Maseachu- 
setts and Connecticut. A bearing or- 
ange or lemon orchard is estimated to 
be worth an average of $1000 an acre; 
this represents the cost of the land, of 
the water rights, planting the trees and 
caring for them for four years Pased 
On the acreage given in the annual 
report of the Horticultural Comm 
sion, California has now about 1168. 
000,000 invested in orange land and 
$38,000,000 in lemona. 

PEACH 18 QUEEN. 

Notwithstanding the vast extent of 
the orange area however, the peach is 
still queen in California. The produc- 
ing acreage of peach lands is esti- 
mated at 113,726 acres. 

Santa Clara County ts the patron 


saint of the boarding-house keepers; 


58,406 acres of land in that county are 
devoted exclusively to prune culture. 
This is the largest acreage of any 
county in the State devoted to the 
culture of a single fruit. 

Butte and Los Angeles counties tie 
in the production of olives; each has 
an estimated area of 1900 acres. But 
Butte will soon forge ahead as that 
county ts credited with 2100 acres of 
nonbearing olive trees, while Los An- 
geles county has but 200 acres,

“I, of course, am not advised as to 
the statements of intention made by 
Mr. Hay to you in the conversations 
held with you prior to your message 
to Congress at the opening of the pres- 
ent session. I have always felt, and 
have so expressed myself to you, that 
the situation in the was 
such, that unless you personally 
exerted the power of your leadership 
you would not obtain any worthy re- 
sults in this matter.

“It seems to me equally impera- 
tive that this interposition shoula be 
immediate. If this proposed pro- 
gramme of Mr. Hay is accepted by the
